Keeling that he could not afford 


lo wall until an advertisement could 
be answered, he called on the telephone 
several places about 
town. 
Including 


the city employment agency, two local 
i-oal yards, the Lowell guild, the Sal- 
vation army. and. as a last resort, the 
police station. 
With the exception of 


the two coal yards, which were short 
of help, he mcl with a favorable an- 
swer from tho party In charge In each 
place: a man would be sent at once. 
Not one came. 
A second call elicited 


the Information that a man had been 
sent from several of the places. 
The 


Salvation army had not only sent a 
man, 
but had given him his carfare and 


a lunch. 
Finally, a man came from 


the Salvation army who was so tired at 
the end 
of two hours 
that 
he felt 


obliged to quit: so, demanding his 40 
cents—he was being paid 20 cents an 
hour—he departed. Now, I cannot help 
feeling that this response 
represents 


ihe attitude of a large number of the 
permanently unemployed toward work 
of any kind, and much of the charit- 
able work now being done for these 
persons Is really encouraging Idleness, 
rather than assisting the 
victims of
